support of a motion to extend 
the receivership to include Gil- 
pin and his wife as well as the 
company. 

Attorneys Indicated Gilpin 
would be recalled later in the 
hearing in a further effort to 
get him to testify about the 
firm’s confused affairs. Most of 
this morning’s session was de- 
voted to conferences of various 
lawyers in the case. 

Detailing his troubles in in- | 
vestigating and trying to take | 
over the firm's assets since he | 
was named receiver last Oct. | 
28, Boudoures said his inquiry 
so far indicated that money re- | 
ceived by Gilpin from investors, 
particularly Mrs. Christine | 
Steiner, 80-year-old widow, was 
lent to straw parties, ostensibly 
for home loans, but in fact nev- 
er left the company’s coffers. 


‘As If They Were His Own.’ 
“Mr. Gilpin used funds of the 


— 


company as if they were his 
own,” Boudoures testified, ex- 
plaining he had found checks 
drawn on the company bank 
account for purchases for Gil- 
pin’s farm, insurance premiums 
for himself and relatives and 
nursing home bills for his 
mother. 

The receiver told the court 
he had found a long list of 
straw parties, many of them 
named “George,” who osten- 
sibly had borrowed money on 
lots in an undeveloped, weed- 
overgrown subdivision in Nor- 


mandy which Gilpin had de- 
scribed to Mrs. Steiner as 
“Spotless Town.” 

Mrs. Steiner, who lives at 


2303 Sidney street. has said that 
about $60,000 of the more than 
$200.000 she invested with Gil- 
pin had, unknown to her, gone 
for “Spotless Town” lots.

Member’s Comment. 

Donald L. Barnes Sr., co- 
chairman of the watchdog com- 
mittee, said the group would 
meet “within the next few 
days” to set up the subcom- 
mittees that will deal with the 
individual projects. Although 
there are eight major categories 
of projects, Barnes said he 
thought 10 subgroups would be 
named. One would consider the 
purchase of sanitary 
sites authorized 
bond issue and the tenth would 
act as a co-ordinating agency. 


He expressed the view that | 


the basic responsibility for 
initiating work on each project 
lay with the county council and 
the various county departments 
directly concerned. He added 
that the subcommittees would 
work “as closely as possible” 
with the council and the county 
departments to expedite the 
projects. He said both the 
council and the watchdog com- 
mittee would have to be guid- 
ed by recommendations from 
department heads. 

Noting that some preliminary 
work had been done by the citi- 
zens’ group looking toward as- 
signments to the subcommit- 
tees, Barnes pointed out that 
the State Highway Department 
had been buying up right-of- 
way for the three expressways, 
subject to repayment by the 
county of its share of these 
costs. 

No Plans Made. 

Edwin J. Spiegel, a member 
of the watchdog executive com- 
mittee, said: “I don’t believe we 
have got quite as far as plan- 
ning any projects” because the 
subcommittees had not yet been 
completed.

Yung-ming, a Chinese patient 
at the Missouri State Mental 
Hospital at Farmington, is ex- 
pected to be sent to Commu- 
nist China soon, a spokesman 
for the United States Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
said today 
The service has applied. to 
the British consulate in New 
York for a transit visa for Liu 
through the British crown col- 
ony of Hong Kong. The visa 


was expected to be _ issued 
shortly,: perhaps today. 

| Liu was the subject of a 
complaint made by the Com- 


munist Chinese in a note hand- 
ed to United States: diplomats 
at Geneva recently. The Chi- 
nese claimed Liu was being 
held unjustly in the hospital, 
and that he had described his 
life there since 1949 as “hell.” 
Attended Missouri U. 

The State Department an- 
nounced Friday the complaint 
was the department's first 
knowledge of the case. It said 
Liu was attending the Univer- 
sity of Missouri in May 1949 
when committed by court order 
to the state hospital as suffer- 
ing from chronic schizophrenia 
He was said to have arrived in 
the United States in 1947 

The Immigration Serwice ob- 
tained a deportation order 
against Liu in 1951 but was 
unable to send him from the 
country, “due to the impossi- 
bility of obtaining travel doc- 
uments which would assure 
his acceptance elsewhere.” 

This difficulty apparently 
was removed by a certifica- 
tion from the hospital, received 
by the Immigration Service, 
that Liu has obtained max- 
imum, benefit from his stay, 
that he can travel alone, that 
no further hospitalization is 
needed:and that he would be 


benefitted by rejoining his 
family 
Payment of Fare. 

The Immigration Service 
spokesman said he did _ not 
know where Liu lived. He 
added an Immigtation Service

Two years ago a campaign was 
launched jointly by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration and_ principal United 
States customers to solve this problem 
another way. The slogan of the cam- 
paign was “Trade, Not Aid.” 


Failure of ‘Trade, Not Aid’ . 


The purpose was to reduce United 
States tariffs so that more foreign 


goods would come into United States 
markets. These foreign goods would 
earn United States dollars, which would 
in turn be spent for United States 
goods. Trade would come into balance 
in theory, and United States exports 
would remain high without foreign aid 
pumping out dollars, 

This didn’t work. Partly it was be- 
cause Congress balked at drastic tariff 
cuts. Partly it was because the demand 
for United States goods abroad exceeds 
the demand for foreign goods in United 
States markets. 

Foreign aid is a form of export sub- 
sidy. It enables foreign countries to 
buy more goods from the United States 
than they sell to the United States. If 
it were cut off or greatly reduced, 
United States exports would decline 
until they reached a level with imports. 

Foreign aid is not charity. It is a 
subsidy to United States business and 
industry which make possible exports 
which continue to run higher than im- 
ports. It is being continued partly be- 
cause it is the only visible way of sus- 
taining the level of exports. 

2 The subsidized excess of United 
States exports over imports serves a 
strategic purpose in the “cold war.” 
There are many countries in the world 
where the standard of living is not only 


that of the United States but 
also below that of the Soviet Union 
and Soviet satellite countries. 

The last war contributed to a grow- 
ing awareness of people in those coun- 
tries that their standard of living is 
low. They, or their governments, want 
to raise the standaras 

United States farm machinery is just 
one example of a United States export 
which can help to do this. If the United 
States does not subdidize the export 
of such farm machinery by foreign eco- 
nomic aid, Moscow will supply the need. 

The more such needs are Satisfied 
by Moscow the more openings there 
will be for political action in countries 
which are not committed to Moscow 
and prefer to remain uncommitted.

3. Foreign aid is partly military. The 
main political purpose of military for- 
eign aid is to make it possible for re- 
ceiving governments to prevent Com- 
munist uprisings. 

At the end of the war there were 
many where Communist militia 
in liberated countries possessed as 
much military power as the govern- 
ments. Today that is not the case, but 
Communists still possess weapons.

The Government forces supplied with 
United States guns also put up a de- 
fense screen which can be broken by 
Soviet armies, but not without an act 
of what is called “overt aggression.” It 
is like the plate glass window of a 
store. The burglar can break it, but if 
he does the police come running. 

Congress is less reluctant to continue 
military aid than economic aid. The 
arguments for military aid are easier 
to grasp, and more popular, or less 
unpopular. 

There are countries, like Burma for 
example, which have strong local rea- 
sons for not wanting United States mil- 
itary aid or the alliance with the United 
States which is implied by military aid. 
India is resentful of United States mil- 
itary aid granted to Pakistan. Burma 
does not want the kind of trouble with 
its big neighbor India that Pakistan 
has with India. 


Self-Interest And Not Charity 


Besédes, military aid does not build 
dams, irrigate new land and raise more 
crops, or even replace wooden hoes 
with steel hoes. So the United States 
can go more places with economic aid 
than it can go with military aid. 

The Eisenhower Administration 
would have preferred to end foreign 
aid, particularly economic aid. But if it 
had done so it would have caused a de- 
cline in United States exports, a turn 
of underdeveloped countries to Moscow 
for economic aid, and a weakening of 
the supports of a lot of plate glass win- 
dows around the world. 

These reasons of commercial self-in- 
terest and “cold war” strategy, not char- 
ity or humanitarianism, impelled the 
Administration to decide to continue 
the programs in spite of political oppo- 
sition in the Congress.

The plot may be stated simply. Two 
or three legitimate characters and about 
as many scoundrels seek to outwit each 
other, remove the statue from the sea 
bottom and turn it to their advantage.

Reissue of a Great Polemic 


A HISTORY OF THE WARFARE OF SCIENCE 
WITH THEOLOGY IN CHRISTENDOM. by An- 
drew D. White. (George 6raziller, $5.) 

This 60-year-old work, now repub- 
lished, is something of a landmark in 


American literature. In its way it 
is an American counterpart of the 
writings of Huxley and Tindall in 


Britain during the great Darwinian con- 
troversy. Andrew White was a co-found- 
er of Cornell University and its first 
president. This magnum opus of his ap- 
peared at the time when the conflict 
between science and theology, sparked 
by the Darwinian theory, was at its 
height, and its publication threw consid- 
erable weight onto the side of science. 

White went through religious dogma 
with a fine-tooth comb, and sought to 
confound the theologians with scientific 
data. He made a point of distinguishing 
between religion and dogma, reiterating 
again and again that science, no matter 
how dangerous fca religion some of its 
discoveries might seem, would in the 
end serve the highest ends of real faith. 

Dust of that controversy has long 
since settled, and time has amp’y proved 
the validity of White's assertion that 
religion and science could live together. 
Nevertheless, it is still instructive to 
read*this impressive polemic, if only to 
see how much futile and needless heat 
this debate once engendered.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 
~-Polio cases dropped about 25 
per cent in 1955. Deaths were 
down about 40 per cent. 
Slightly more than 29,300 
Americans got polio in the first 
year of the mass Salk inocula- 
tion program.. In 1954, the to- 
tal was more than 38,400. 


Final death statistics will not 
be available for some time. But 
experts predicted the 40 per 


cent decline on the basis of fig- | 


ures available for the first nine 
months of 1955. Deaths for that 
period were estimated at 640 
compared with 1120 for the 
same period in 1954. 

Dr. C. C. Dauer, author of 
the weekly disease report, said 
his “educated guess” is that 
about three fourths of the drop 
in polio last year was due to a 
“natural decline in the dis- 
ease.” 

“Most of the rest was prob- 
ably due to vaccinations,” he 
said. “But there is no way to 
be sure because relatively few 
persons were inoculated com- 
pared to the population as a 
whole.” 

The case figure for 1955 was 
considerably lower than the epi- 
demic year of 1952 but still 
higher than several low post- 
war years.

Dauer said his guess is that 
the ratio between paralytic and 
non-paralytic polio in 1955 re- 
mained about the same as '954 
A precise breakdown is impos- 
sible, he said, because many 
cases are not classified. 

The figures made public to- 
day are provisional. Some cor- 
rections usually are necessary 
and the final, official tally will 
not be issued for months.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP) 
—The Navy Antarctic expedi- 
tion reported to Washington 
yesterday that one of its trans- 
port planes flew over the South 
Pole Tuesday—the third time 
an American aircraft had been 
there.

The crew reported that “the 
pole is perfectly flat with gen- 
tle, elongated snowdrifts ap- 
pearing almost as a white sta- 
tionary sea with moderate 
swells up to about three feet in 
height.” 

The pilot descended to about 
500 (feet, and the crew threw 
out” two smoke bombs which 
failed to ignite, a dye marker 
and a large piece of cardboard 
All of these disappeared into 
the snow, indicating the snow 
was powdery and very light in 
density.

U.S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture Experts Predict 
Supplies Will Con- 
tinue at High Level.

ONDER what the New 
W vear holds for you? Of 

course you do; but none of 
us can tell what the next 12 
months may bring us in the 
way of health, prosperity or 
happiness. 

However, we can get a fairly 
accurate idea of what to expect 
in the culinary department of 
our lives, based upon predic- 
tions made by Harry Sherr of 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture in a recent talk 
at the annual Outlook Confer- 
ence. 

This expert looks for food 
supplies to continue at record 
or near-record in 1956, with per 
capita supplies continuing 13 
per cent above those of the 
late 1930s, even with the pop- 
ulation increase. 

We may all spend a bit more 
for food, he feels, because there 


_flearty Stew for J anuary Day 
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is an increasing tendency to 
buy the more expensive foods | 
and those which are processed 
~—the ones with the so-called 
“built-in conveniences” which 
cut preparation time. 

Meat production in 1956 may 
be at least as large as the rec- 
ord of 1955, he feels, and for 
the year as a whole more pork 
will be in our markets to offset 
slightly smaller supplies of beef 
and veal. 

Milk production is expected 
to top by two billion pounds 
or more the record 1955 out- 
put, so dairy products should 
be no problem, and poultry 
products are expected to be in 
as large supply as in 1955. 

Supplies. of canned, frozen 
and dried fruits up to mid-1956 
are expected to be a little larg- 
er than last year. More fresh 
apples, pears and grapefruit on 
winter and early spring mar- 
kets are expetced. Fresh orange | 
supplies will be about the same, 
unless processors take more, 
F on vegetables, we turn to

~Heavy spending by registered 
lobbyists continued well beyond 
the adjournment of Congress 
last Aug. 2, the Congressional 
Record showed yesterday. 

Largest outlays of money “in 
connection with legislative in- 
terests” during the July-August- 
September period were made by 
representatives of railroads, la- 
bor, farmers, postal employes 
and truckers. 

The law requires registered 
lobbyists to file quarterly re- 
ports of spending and income 
with the clerk of the House. 
Most of them comply with this 
requirement, although many 
leave blank the spaces for list- 
ing expenditures despite direc- 
tions on official forms to “fill 
in every blank.” 

One of the weaknesses of the 
present lobbying laws, spokes- 
men for the clerk's office assert, 
is inability to enforce it. 

9 Groups Over $20,000. 

Nine registered groups listed 
expenditures in excess of $20.,- 
000 each during the last report- 
ing period. Seventeen others 
said they spent more than 
$10,000 each. 

Heading the list of big spend- 
ers were the Association of 
American Railroads, which re- 
ported expenditures of $39,137,

For some 
reason, it appears, when liver 
began to be fashionable, its 
preparation seemed to decline 
in proportion. It’s reached the 
point now where any man who 
has been around at all is far too 
wise to order liver in the aver- 
age restaurant, and he learned 
long ago not to let the Little 
Woman get her hands on it. 

For some reason all women 
and most cheés seem to suffer 
from a morbid fear of under- 
done liver. As a result they let 
it cook and cook until it comes 
out thin and black and tough 
as the proverbial shoe leather. 
Then, to try to undo the dam- 
age, they pour a lot of onion 
sauce over it, and serve it up. 

Liver should be cooked quick- 
ly and for a very short time. 
Just until it is done through— 
but just barely done through— 
and no longer.

there's the theory that an Aztec 
Indian concocted a drink from 
the juice of the cactus plant. It 
was so tasty that he sent some 
of it to the Emperor, whose 
name was Xochitl ‘(get it? 
Well, the story continues—and 
I don’t believe a word of it, 
either—the Emperor liked the 
drink so much he gave it his 
name and, what's more, let the 
Indian brave marry his daugh- 
ter 
Then American soldiers serv- 
ing in Mexico during the Mexi- 
can War are supposed to have 
discovered the drink and brought 
it back with them, simplifying 
the name to “cocktail” en route. 
The weakness of this theory is 
that cocktails were popular in 
the United States at least 40 
years before the Mexican War. 
More plausible is the theory 
that it comes from the French 
word “coquetier,” meaning egg 
cup. It seems that a noted New 
Orleans pharmacist, Antoine 
Peychaud, used to serve brandy 
toddy to his friends in “coque- 
tiers” (pronounced koh-Kay-tyay) 
and the pronunciation was quick- 
ly corrupted to “cocktail.” 
Then there’s a 
thought which believes the 
word comes from ‘cock-ale,” a 
blend of spirits and bitters fed 
to fighting cocks while they are 
in training. Judging by the 
pugnaciousness of some other- 
wise mild-mannered chaps after 
their fourth martini, there may 
be something to this theory. 
Probably the soundest theory 
of the origin of cocktail, though, 
is that it is the Americanization 
of “coquetel,” a mixed drink 
long popular in France and in 
troduced here by Lafayette and 
other French military men who

It comes 18 inches wide 
and in a variety of patterns and 
colors. It has a paper backing 
on it and when you are ready 
to apply it you simply peel off

the paper backing and press the 
material down on whatever you 
want it applied to. It's pretty 
great stuff. It will stick to just 
about any clean, dry surface. 
It’s easy to wipe clean and the 
surface is waterproof. What's 
more, it doesn’t cost much. 


Couple of weeks ago our wife 
got fed up waiting for us to 
get around to refinishing the 
top of an old beat-up dressing 
table, so she bought some of 
this plastic, filled in the holes 
in the surface of the dressing 


table with plastic wood and cov- | 


ered the works with the plastic. 
Looks fine. The next thing we 
knew she had gone out, bought 
more of the plastic and covered 
all the shelves in the kitchen 
cabinets. Makes them easier to 
wipe clean, she said. From 
there it was just a skip and a 
jump to doing one of the walls 
in the kitchen and right now 
it’s pretty hard to say when 
she’s ever going to stop. 

You'll find this flexible vinyl 
plastic fine for a lot of finish- 
ing jobs about the house. It’s 
not expensive and it goes on 
without any mess. You don't 
need paste or water and it cuts 
with ordinary scissors. The 
stuff is so thin that you can 
make a lap joint without it 
being the least bit conspicuous. 

It can be applied to almost 
any surface that is clean and 
dry. The surface should be 
wiped down before the plastic 
is applied to remove any dirt 
or grease. If you use the plas- 
tic on unpainted surfaces such 
as plaster or plasterboard, give

there, so I had myself a well- 
padded mon¢y belt, but even 
then I couldn't buy transporta- 
tion.

But there's no set type of rou- 
tine that will always be better 
than anv other. Audiences 
change, and jokes run in cycles. 
Maybe one year everyone will 
be talking about husband and 
wife jokes or mother-in-law 
jokes or Rita Hayworth and Aly 
Khan, One comic starts a 
trend and everyone else picks 
it up.”

NE of the strangest para- 
() doxes at bridge is the fact 

that experts, who are able 
to squeeze the last possible 
trick out of the play, are usual- 
ly conservative in the bidding, 
while poor card players are apt 
to bid recklessly. Take the deal 
below for example.

South was obviously the type 
that considers it a mark of 
cowardice (‘or something) to 
pass out partner's opening bid, 
and the consequence was that 
he soon found himself in a 
game contract that was little 
short of explosive. North, with 
the enormous point total he 
had—20 high card points—cer- 
tainly could not be blamed for 
feeling that there would be an 
excellent play for three no- 
trump: he could scarcely tell 
that his partner had made the 
one-no-trump response on such 
a miserable holding.

He led a 
diamond from the board, and, 
East playing the ten, won the 
trick with the ace, then took the 
spade finesse. It held, but it 
didn’t do him much good. The 
ace and another spade cleared 
the suit, but West then led a 
diamond, and East collected 
four diamonds and the club
